DR. CURTIS ASSERTS BELIEF IN IMMORTALITY °:: 


Man’s Imperishable Soul 


Philadelphia, Pa., December 29.— 
A scientific parallel to prove that maa 
has an imperishable soul was placed 
| before members of the American Astrv- 
'nomical society Wednesday by Dre. 
|'Herbert F. Curtis, of Allegheny uni- 
| versity. 


| From a discussion of continuity in 
‘cannot well be an exception. 


space and time—a theory of a universe 
| without end cluttered with billions of 
'stars in countless milky ways—Dr. 
'Curtis swung into speculation on cos- 
mic energy. 

From here it was only a step to the 
enigma of the fate of man “who dies 
at three score and ten” and the ind-~ 
structability of his soul. Man, ke 
said, and his soul are imperishable. 


“There seems at present to be 
gap in the continuity of the atom,” 
outer universe and that of the atom,” 
said Dr. Curtis. “Personally. I am 
ready to admit another gap between 
the world of matter and that of spirit, 
with energy, matter, space and time 
continuing and with nothing lost, 

“Are we ourselves the only manifes- 
tation that comes to an end, stops, 
ceases, is annihilated at three score 
and ten? 


“What we crudely call ‘spirit’ of 


man makes new compounds, plays with 
the laws of chemical action, guides the 
forces of the atom, changes the faces 
of the earth, gives life to new forms— 
a creative spirit which cannot occasi- 
onally cease to be. 

“This thing—soul, spirit— 
In some 
way, as yet impossible to define, it, 
too, must possess continuity. The 
concept is old but the conclusion is 
inevitable.” 

While Dr. Curtis, a short, middle- 
aged man, stoutly asserted his belief 
in immortality, his audience which in- 
cluded many of the leading astronom- 
ers of the United States, leaned for- 
ward intently. 

He brought his dissertation to a 
surprising conclusion by suddenly 
abandoning the language of the labora- 
tory and quoting from a poem by R4- 
yard Kipling:

The treaty provides for arbitration 
and the amicable adjustment of vir- 
tually all classes of disputes which 
od arise between Germany and 
Italy and follows closely the pattern 
for such treaties already negotiated 
by Germany with eight nations. 

It differs from pre-war treaties in 
that it combines both arbitration and 
amicable adjustment features, there 
by embracing both juridical and non- 
juridical cases under dispute. ‘This 
double feature was first worked out 
by Friedrich Gaus, counselor of the 
German foreign office, and Max Hu- 
ber, of Switzerland, now president of 
the permanent court of international 
justice at the Hague. The formula 
was adopted when the German-Swiss 
treaty was negotiated and has been 
found to work so well in practice 
that it now forms part of Germany's 
regular treaty system.

PLANNING FOR 1927. 


The 20th annual farmers’ week 
and school of cooperative market- 
ing will be held at the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture Janu- 
ary 24-29. The school of coopera- 
tive marketing is to he conducted 
January 25-28 inclusive. 

Perhaps the most elaborate and 
comprehensive program ever ar- 
ranged has heen completed and re- 
leased for publication by Dr. Soule, 
president of the institution. 

For all of the years, without a 
single omission these annual farm- 
ers’ conferences have been held at 
the beginning of the planting sea- 
son in order to review agricultural 
conditions and problems in Georgia 
and to crystallize the best thought 
of men and women of experience 
in the various branches of agricul- 
ture, with a purpose of coordina- 
tion as well as of general helpful- 
ness. 

At these conferences a free dis- 
cussion of the problems of the 
farmer has been followed by the 
formulation of practical programs 
and vigorous objectives. It will be 
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recalled that fhe balanced produc- | 


tion program formulated two years 
ago was so earnestly pressed that 
farmers began a new era of food 
and feed. production, and with such 
success that low priced cotton to- 
day is less distressing to Georgia 
than perhaps to any other of the 
cotton states. In Georgia cotton 
acreage has been reduced a mil- 
lion and a half acres in five years, 
- in round figures. We are one of 
only three states showing reduc- 
tion, and the one state whose re- 
duction has been sharp, and not 
negligible, as in South Carolina and 
Florida. And yet, we have made 
a bumper crop this vear.

While Alabama has a very decep- 
tive overhead attack, this style of of- 
fense would be more puzzling if Cap- 
tain Hoyt Winslett was a punter. The 
Alabama leader is the best forward 

asser on the squad and when he drops 

~ into the backfield it is a cer- 
tainty a run or a pass will result. 
The Stanford players undoubtedly 
know this and Winslett will be a 
marked player from the start of the 
game. 

Winslett,, however, is very clever 
im handling the ball. He fakes his 
passes ‘very well and is one of the 
Dardest running backs on the team. 
His passes are of the short and long 
variety. The oval is tossed into the 
flat zone on short lobs and off to the 
flanks on the rumning forward pass 
formations. Then Wade has other 
aerial plays in which the ball is 
thrown high and far down the field 
and the receiver depended upon to 
outrun the defense to the ball. Coach 
Wade has admitted the only chance 
his team has to win over the Cardinal 
is by the overhead route. He real- 
izes his backs are not heavy and pow- 
erful enough to gain consistently 
through the Stanford line or off its 
tackles. 

For this reason the forward pass 
will be used liberally and Captain 
Barnes called upon to punt the oval 
out of danger whenever the Crimson 
Tide is pressed. 

Coach Warner, of Stanford, has 
made a change io his lineup. ‘The 
veteran teacher has been using Lewis 
at quarterback istead of Post. Pop 
is of the opinion Lewis uses a trifle 
better generalship than Post but he 
has not made up his mind definitely 
who will start the game in the quar- 
terback position. 

Both squads engaged in long work- 
outs today.

Big policemen systematically clean 
out the bleachers and brush off the 
knot-hole fans from the fence on the 
south end before Wade and his outfit 
go to work in the morning.

Coach Alexander of Georgia Tech Appointed to Board 
of Trustees—Roper Favors Abolition of Scouting 
in Strong Address—Cowell Made President. 


New York, December 29.—(AP)—In an effort to find a cheat proof 
shift play, the American Football Coaches association today suggested to 


the rules committee that “after any 


change of position of one or more 


players, two or more seconds elapse before the ball is put in play.” 


The coaches, however, mace it clear 
that the unfavorable reaction created 
is directed only at forward or lat- 
eral shifts and is not ratends to pre- 
vent a player from running toward 
his own goal, an amendment provid- 
ing that “this suggestion is not in- 
tended to amend the present rules re- 
gard to men in motion, but applies 
to shift plays only.” 

Most of the discussion was de- 
voted to the shift play which many 
coaches declared was an effort to beat 
the rules and as such cou! not be 
countenanced, the rules committee of 
the association headed br W. W. 
Roper, Princeton, who is also a mem- 
ber of the committee making the foot- 
ball rules, recommended only one sug- 
gestion, that relating to shifts. 


No Changes. 


The coaches discussed the forward 
pass and point after touchdown but 
made no suggestions for changes in’ 
existing rules. 

In the debate on the shift play, 
Frank W. Cavanaugh, whe moves 
from Boston college to Fordham next 
season, defended the play and sug- 
gested that if the game must be made 
simpler for the benefit of old and 
slow officials, perhaps younger and 
faster men should be found to run the 
games. 

Major Cavanaugh added, however, 
that in many cases the trouble is 
found with the coaches themse!ves who 
do not give the officials a chance, 

“Biff” Jones, Army coach, opposed 
the possibility of another official be- 
ing added to the game, saying no one 
wanted fifth official, and it would 
be better to abolish the shift than 
to increase the number of officials. 

Foster Sanford supporting the sug- 
gestion for slowing the shift. declared 
“cheating must stop,” and said that 
the present four officials can handle 


the situation.

Says He Did Not Bet 
On Baseball Game; 
Cobb Visits Detroit 


F — Detroit Manager Meets Attorney to Plan Attack 
on Officials of Baseball — Placed Money on 
Horse After Getting “Hot Tip.” 


Detroit, December 29.—(AP)—Major developments in baseball’s 
latest scandal centered, temporarily at least, in Detroit today as Ty Cobb 
came back to the scene of his years of diamond triumphs to ascertain 
whether legal means exist to exonerate him of the charge of “fixing” a 


game seven years ago. 


Accompanied by Joe Wood, former Cleveland 


pitcher, who with Tris Speaker and “Dutch’”’ Leonard were accused with 
the former Tiger manager, Cobb came to find virtually all local fandom 


with him in his effort. 

Coincident with Cobb's arrival to 
confer with a prominént Detroit attor- 
ney came a lengthy statement from 
‘Fred O. West, Navin field attendant, 
to the effect that the money he was 
delegated to bet on the game between 
Cleveland and Detroit on September 
25, 1919, was wagered, not on the 
game, but on a horse race. it was 
, West who Leonard said was given the 
money to bet on the game. 

Cobb Visits Detroit. 

Cobb came to Detroit to find that 
his attorney, James O. Murfin, recent- 
ly of the University of Michigan and 
former circuit judge, had placed a ban 
on any talking by the former Tiger 
leader. He also found an organized 
movement under way to petition for a 
wublie hearing of the eharges against 
cis, Speaker and Wool, John D 
Watts, assistant prosecuting attorney, 
gathered a corps of high school boys 
together, intending to send them into 
office buildings to obtain 15.000 or 
more signatures to petitions for a 
hearing. 

The petitions, addressed to the pres- 
ideuts of all American and National 
league clubs, ask that all evidence of 
the alleged conspiracy be presented at 
a public hearing before a jury of 12 
baseball sport writers to be selected 
by the club presidents and specify that 
no evidence be presented at the pro- 
posed hearing. unless Cobb, Speaker 
and Wood “shall have the right to 
_ @ross-examine their accusers, espevial- 
Jy Hubert Leonard.” 

The petitioners add that in the 
event Leonard fails to appear at the 
hearing the club presidents should 
“forthwith publicly exonerate Cobb, 
Speaker and Wood.” 

Bet on “Hot Tip.” 

West in his statement absolved 
Cobb and Speaker of any wagering— 
either on the ball game or on the 
horse race. ‘The bet on the game, West 
said, was Leonard's idea, but when 
Wood delivered the money to him 
West convinced Wood that a “hot tip” 
on a horse race should be played. 
Wood and West agreed, the latter 
said, to make good the bet if the horse 
lost. The urge to bet on the horse 
race, West said. came out of the fact 
that “better odds” were obtainable. 
The horse, named by West as “Pan- 
aman,” won, the Navin field attendant 
said. and he collected winnings on 
$400, all he was able to place with 
two bookmakers. ‘Lhe winnings, he 
said, he handed over to Wood at 
Michigan Central station here. 


West said Leonard initiated the en- | 


tire transaction, calling him to thie 
Tiger clubhouse here on September 
24, the day before the alleged “fix@d”’ 
game. Later, he said, Leonard ad- 
vised him Wood would give him the 
money to bet the following morning. 
The money, West said, was banded to 
bim in an envelope. 
“Not to Talk.” 

Attorney Murfin explained that he 
had admonished Cobb over the tele- 
phone at Cleveland this morning “not 
to talk.” He also said he would have 
no statement to make himself until 
he had gone thoroughly into the ‘“‘af- 
fair.” 

Murfin said he had no idea how 
Cobb's case could be approached in a 
legal way. “I believe Cobb to be 
honest,” he said. “I have known him 
20 years and in that time I have found 
no reason to believe him otherwise. 
will do everything in my power to 
preserve his integrity in the eyes of 
the public.” 

There Was no statement fortheom- 
ing from Commissioner Landis’ office 
today on this newest turn of events. 
Examination of the testimony 
public by Landis, however, revealed 
the following:

naval oil lands, with which was linked 
the construction of storage in Hawaii. 

Report Called Warning. 

During the trial defense couns:) 
stressed the report as one of the rea- 
sons prompting the leasing of the Etk 
Hills reserve in California to Doheny 
and, although Secretary Wilbur at that 
time refused to make the report pub- 
lic, frequent reference was made to 
the document as conveying a warning 
of a grave national emergency in the 
Pacifie.

After his call he cited the resigna- 
tion of Nathaniel Harben, of New 
York, who yesterday left the post of 
assistant district attorney in New 
York, asserting there were 22,000 
places in that city where liquor is 
sold. 

If such condition exists, Mr. Wheel- 
er said, Harben’s department is a 
“Cismal failure, and the whole group 
should resign.”

The dry leader expressed himself as 
in favor of formulas which would make 
alcohol undrinkable but not poison- 
ous, but at the same time he said the 
exictence of such a nonpoisonous adu)- 
terating process had not been proved. 

Alcohol has been poisoned ever since 
1906, Mr. Wheeler said, when certain 
concerns started the practice to ayoid 
the high taxes on drinking alcohol. 

“It is nothing new,” he said, “and 
tiiose people who now wish to violate 


the law and obtain booze are merely 
committing suicide.” 

Mr. Wheeler said he had pledged the 
president the support of “friends of 
the eighteenth amendment” in every 
effort of the administration to apply 
the Volstead act. 


30 Million Gratt 
Laid To Chicago 
Bootleg Crowd

Chicago, December 29.—Graft col- 
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lected from those who deal in liquor, 


had vice and crime in the Chicago district 


‘amounts to the princely sum of $30,- 
000,000 a year. 

Crooked officials are partly respon- 
sible for the flourishing beer running 
business, but prohibition has nut made 
officials crooked. Only those who 
were crooked before the law went 


into effect are continuing their under- 
hand practices of protecting criminals 
and are reaping huge financial re- 
turns. 

These are the conclusions of United 
States District Attorney Edwin L. 
Olson, embodied in his report of four 
years’ activity here. The report was 
forwarded Wednesday to Washington. 

“My office has convicted over 6.,- 
00 bootleggers in the last four years,” 


the report says.

“Wei have secured more 12-month 
ks than any other office in the 
Unitea States. 

“] have had occasion to study the 

bootlegger at close range. I know 
the network of his protection, from 
the gunman in the “Valley” clear up 
to the hypocrites who sit in high 
places, 
_ “The booze business could not exist 
In any community without the protec- 
tion of crooked officials. The liquor 
law has not made officials turn 
crooked. It lag only provided the 
already crooked officials with an 
added source of revenue. 

“The grafting officials who protect 
the bootlegger for a price,” the report 
continues, “are the same grafters who 
have always protected gambling, dope 
peddling, thievery and other forms of 
crime. 

“It has been estimated that the 
graft collected from liquor, vice and 
crime amounts to $30,000,000 a year. 

“This great moneyed influence is a 
force to be reckoned with in polities. 
It reaches into high places. It fi- 
nances campaigns. It will stop at 
nothing to prevent the prosecution

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and punishment of the beneficiaries 
or to discredit and destroy honest 
publie officials who refuse to touch 
its dirty money or to listen to its se- 
ductive offers of political advance- 
ment.” 

Olson believes that county courts 
could have closed 30,000 places in his 
four years as United States attorney. 

Evidence of Graft. 

Olson explained that his estimate 
of graft was based upon evidence 
disclosed in various liquor case pros- 
ecutions, and more particularly in the 
cleanup of Cicero, a suburb known for 
its gangsters. 

“In Cicero alone cancelled checks 
and other evidence indicate the graft 
paid to public officials and others for 
protection was more than $1,000,000 
a year,” he said. 

The $30,000,000 total embraces 
Chicago, Cook county and the entire 
fideral district of northern Illinois. 
It includes, besides protection money 
paid by bootleggers, the tribute from | 


'vamblers and vice lords. 


Commenting on Olson's charges of 
graft, State’s Attorney Robert E. 
Crowe said that “Olson’s knowledge 
of any graft, whether it be in hun- 
or millions, should 
be presented to the federal grand 
jury. It looks to me like a political 
smoke screen for a man retiring from 
office.”

Teaching the Deaf to ‘Hear’ 


iy NEW PORTABLE DEVICE IS OFFERED a 


With Eyes Now Possibility 


New York, December 29.—Teaching 
the deaf to “hear” with their eyes is 
now a practicable possibility, accord- 
ing to J. W. Legg, research engineer 
of the Westinghouse laboratories and 
inventor of a new device known as 
the “Jzosiso.” 

The instrument translates sound vi- 
brations into visible waves which are 
reproduced on a tiny mirror, Although 
the principle of the device is old this 
is the first time it has ever been ap- 
plied to a portable instrument, 

Extensive experiments now being 
made by Dr. Robert Gault, of the 
national research council in Wasbhin,- 
ton are expected to lead to develop- 
ment of a device to be carried in the 
pocket by deaf persons. By watching 
the mirror it will be possible for them 
to understand ordinary conversation 
and even plays and music. The instru- 
ment now being used weighs only six 
and one-half pounds, whereas previous 


| product for several years. 


oscillographs have weighed as much as 
a ton. They have been widely used 
by mining companies in searching for 
deposits of oil. 

The sound waves generated by the 
voice are represented in the “‘osiso” by 
an intricate curve which pictures a 
definite pattern for each different 
sound, so that deaf persons who under- 
stand the various patterns may read 
the curve much as electrical “talk- 
ing” signs are now read. One who ‘s 
familiar with the characteristics of 
sounds may read the “osiso” curyes 
easies than ordinary hand writing. 

While science recognizes the prin- 
ciple and the practical application of 
Legg's devicé to be sound and feasible 
it is not expected to be a cemmercial 
Before the 
instrument can be put into general 
use it will be necessary to write a 
text book teaching deaf persons how to 
interpret the vibration patterns.
